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This Houle had for all its defence but one 
Palliſade, and about two hundred and this- 
ty Men commanded by the valiant Colonel 
& Roquefouille. In the heighth of the 
Attacque it was at laſt taken, they having 
their Swords in their Hands, but not till 
after eight days Defence, and many Aſſaultsy 
and till after the Death of that brave 
Commander : thoſe who ſurvived him, to 
the number of about twenty Men both 
Officers and Souldiers, reſolving not to ac- 
cept of any Terms, retreated ſtill, defend- 
ing theraſelves even to the Valley between 
the Calile and Williams Fort, The Ene- 
my met with no better Succeſs from this 
Fort where Colonel Coehorne commanded, 
who defended his Work for ſome days. 
There had been two Breaches made, and 
everal Afaults given: but one day Colo- 
nel Coehorne defending in Perſon one of 
thoſe Breaches, and the Spaniards the other, 

eir Commander having been killed on the 
pot, with a great many others, all of a 
bdden they were aſtoniſhed to hear theſe 
ter beat the Chamade, aud to ſee the 
Frexch upon the Breach 3 but there was 
ben no remedy for it, they were forced to 
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give way to the Precipitation of thoſe, who 
(without ever conſulting their Allies that were 
inthe Fort ) were very glad to be delivered 
from the Fatigue.

French will be 
always in a better condition to take them 
than the Allies z and the reaſon is plain, for 
their Frontier Places are well fortified, their 
Magazines well ſtored 3 but as for the Spe- 
miards, without any Reproach. to them, 
they wanted every thing, they were for the 
moſt part in but very bad Circumſtances, 
or at leaſt they have been fo during the Ga- 
vernment of the Marqueſs de Gaſtanaga, 
and his Predecefſors, As for the Maga- 
zines furniſhed after the Spaxiſh way, as we 
have ſeen it at Namur, and ſeveral 
places not fit to be mentioned here, I pray 
God grant they may be the laſt that are ill 
provided. But after all, tho the Allies ſhould 
attack one or two Places, and ſhould like- 
wiſe take them, Þ doubt not but France 
would be extreamly pleafed to ſee her Ene- 
mies buſed in fighting againſt Walls for a 
whole Campagne together. Nay, when
